Rear Admiral Victor Blue, United 

States Navy, retired, 62 years old, died 
yesterday morning from a heart attack 
near Lannin, 8. C., while on a train en 
route from Jacksonville, Fla., to this 
city. He was coming to Walter Reed 
Hospital for treatment. 
_ The body, accompanied by a young 
son, was brought to the naval hospital 
here last night, later being taken to 
the Tabler funeral parlors. The body 
will~be shipped to Marion, S. C., for 
burial, this afternoon. 

Rear Admiral Blue, retired in 1919. 
distinguished himself during the Span- 
ish American and World Wars. He was 
commander of the battleship Texas, 
serving with the British grand fieet 
when the German ficet surrendered to 
the Allies. During the first part of the 
World War Admiral] Blue served as chief 
of navigation, a post he returned to 
after the signing of the armistice. His 
distinguished services with Admiral 
Beatty, British sea lord, in the North 
Sea in 1917 and 1918 resulted in the 
award of the distinguished service 
medal. He also was decorated by King 
Albert of Belgium. 

During the Spanish-American War 
Admiral Blue was in command of the 
Suwanee. He was awarded a medal for 
meritorious service and was advanced 
several mumbers in rank for extraor- 
dinary heroism. 

Rear Admiral Blue was born in 
Richmond County, N. C., December 6, 
1865. He graduated from the United 
States Naval Academy in 1887. In 1899 
he was married to Miss Eleanor Foote 
Stuart, of Morristown, N. J. He was 
retired due to physical disability in- 
curred in the line of duty. His wife 
now at her home at Fort George, Fla. 
and another son, Ensign John 8. Blue, 
stationed with the Navy survey ship 
Nokomis, now off Key West, Fla., were 
notified of his death yesterday.

Whole Subject to Come Up 
Before Foreign Relations 
Committee Wednesday.

The truce between the administra- 
tion and the Senate on the Nicaraguan 
question is definitely at an end now 
that President Coolidge has outlined 
before the Pan-American Conference at 
Havana his views as to relationships 
between the republics of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

Both Republican and Democratic 
ieaders said yesterday that while the 
Chief Executive and Secretary Kellogg 
were visiting the conference there had 
been «a mutual understanding that the 
Senate would do nothing to embarrass 
the administration, but they declared 
that what they belleve was the failure 
of the President to outline a real Latin- 
Americun policy made it desirable for 
the Senate to act. 

The precise menner in which the 
Senate is to move on this question is 
for the future to determine as there 
are sev2ral schools of thought on the 
subject There are those, largely Re- 
publican independents who want a 
thoroughgoing investigation. Into the 
whole Nicaraguan situation with a 
view to speedy withdrawal of Ameri- 
can marines, 


Purpose Is to Assist. 


Naturally, the administration sena- 
tors want to let the matter rest as 
it is, vut thir does not meet with the 
view ot Chairman sorah of the foreign 
relations committee and even the more 
conservative of the Democratic leaders. 
They want an inquiry that may as- 
sist 1n the outlin.ng of a policy. 

Senator Borah said yesterday that it 
was his own view that a Senate inves- 
tigation should be’made with the pur- 
pose olf working out “something con- 
struct.ve and something helpful to a 
better understanding with the Central 
Americar countries.” 

The foreign relations committee chair- 
man said the facts were already pretty 
well known, but such Democratic lead- 
ers and members of that committee as 
Swanson, of Virginia, and Pittman, of 
Nevada, hold that before the committee 
can formulate any helpful plan, it must 
ascertain the precise nature of the un- 
derstandings and agreements which the 
administration has entered into with 
th. Nicaragian leaders. 

The whole subject is to come before 
the foreign relations committee at its 
regular meeting Wednesday, at which 
time the Wheeler, Heflin and other res- 
olutions touching upon the Nicaraguan 
Situation are tobe discussed. If the 
committee is authorized to go forward 
with an inquiry it undoubtedly will tn- 
vite Secretary Kellogg and other State 
Department officials before it. 

Statement by Borah. 

Chairman Bora’. outlined his views 
yesterday as to what the committee 
should do in this formal statement to 
the Associated Press: ; 

“It is probable that some action will 
be taken during this week relative to 
the resolutions for an investigation into 
the affair. of Nicaragua now before the 
foreign relations committee. The com- 
mittee has not formulated its program 
and I am unable to state, therefore, the 
extent and scope of the investigation. 

“I am of the opinion, however, that 
the committee will enter upon their in- 
vestigation with the view of trying to 
work out something constructive and 
something helpful to a better under- 
standing with the Central American 
countries. We already know pretty 
well what the facts are, and the ques- 
tion is what, if anything, can be done 
to insure a better relationship and a 
more harmonious cooperation in the 
future and what, if anything, the Sen- 
ate can contribute to this program. 

“The Congress is the war-making 
power and is necessarily interested in 
all matters that relate to the use of 
the Army and the Navy. The commit- 
tee does not desire to investigate merely 
to embarrass, but it does not desire. 
either, to shirk its duty in the prem- 
ises.”’

Brig. Gen. Frank R. McCoy, appointed 
by President Coolidge to supervise the 
1928 Nicaraguan presidential election, 
arrived in Managua today with several) 
assistants.

1927 Held Highly Profitable to 
Country’s Business; Tour- 
ists Aid Trade. 


Vienna, Jan. 22 (A.P.) —Since the 
City of Vienna succeeded in floating a 
$30,000,000 loan in New York, Austria

The first portion of the American 
loan was allotted today for investment 
in traction and sound production en- 
terprises. Heartened by steadily in- 
creasing confidence shown abroad in 
the republic’s commercial soundness 
and by a flood of offers from American 
and European sources to advance short- 
time loans, Austrian financiers have 
made determined efforts to retrieve the 
country’s prewar influence as an in- 
termediary in financing immense trans- 
actions. Heretofore the goods and 
products of 70,000,000 people of Cen- 
tral Europe, the Balkans and Turkey 
have been exchanged between them- 
selves and the outside world with Aus- 
tria as the intermediary.

presidential.candidate has been a 
private citizen and not an office holder 
when he started his fight for the nomi- 
nation. In Lowden’s case, this appears 
to have its advantages and disadvan- 
tages. It adds to his strength by giv- 
ing him freedom to express his views 
but it has seemingly created certain 
weaknesses in Lowden’s political ar- 
mor. 

I found, after a visit with Lowden, 
that he is not fully alive to the political 
m“ivantages to be derived from up-to- 
date methods of political propaganda, 
personal advertising, “blowing his own 
horn.” Perhaps if he held some pub- 
lic office now he would already be 
persuaded to adopt the thousand and 
One little tricks of the twentieth cen- 
tury political game, expound views on 
interesting subjects, talk frequently 
over the radio, express pious horror of 
all forms of immorality, extol peace as 
preferable to war, praisé justice as 
superior to injustice. 

But Lowden is very much engrossed 
in the kind of work which he regards 
as important from a national as well 
as from a personal standpoint and his 
mind does not seem to grasp the need 
of the present-day methods of politica! 
finesse. He seems to think that the 
soundness of the issue itself, rather 
than the methods of advertising, will 
count—or should count—with the 
American people. Maybe this is partly 
due to environment and maybe it is 
inherent in Lowden’s character But 
he would be a strong and convincing 
oe if he would take to that 
role, 

Good Mixer but Dignified. 


Frank Lowden makes a good impres- 
sion from the start, for his greeting 
rings true and he is naturally a good 
mixer. There is something strong and 
virile about the way he clasps your 
hand. But there is a noticeable reserve 
and dignity. He does not rush in with 
observations about the weather or the 
usual line of perfunctory talk. His' 
tendency is to let the other person 
break the ice, so to speak, but he has 
the faculty of making the visitor feel at 
ease in his presence. In other words, 
he is courteous and affable at first 
flush, but it takes some time to pene- 
trate Lowden’s inner armor and estab- 
lish any degree of intimacy with him 

He is of medium height, rather 
stocktly built, with a kindly expression 
about the eyes and a firm jaw adding 
a note of seriousness and determina- 
tion to his demeanor. You would 
never think of talking nonsense to 
Lowden, for his eyes would look right | 
through you and the faint suggestion 
of a cynical smile would. stop you in 
your tracks. And he is not the type of 
man who would like to be dealing with 
you if you were rying to conceal some- 
thing. 

Lowden dresses well even when he is 
spending the whole day on his farm, 
and could respond to a hurried call’ 
for a business meeting in Chicago with j 
out changing his attire, excepting 
when he fs riding about the place on 
Juno, his favorite mare. He smokes 
cigarettes from a small, straight holder. 
and sometimes smokes a pipe, but not{ 
cigars. It is purely a matter of prefer-. 
ence and is not based on health con-! 
siderations 


Good Health Obvious. 


It appeared superf&irous to ask Low- 
den about his health after seeing him 
eat a hearty dinner, clap on his rub- 
bers and an old leather jacket and 
trudge through the wet about the 
farm, direct the operations of workers, 
and then go to his offices on the place 
and dispatch a substamtial amount of 
work which included receiving visi- 
tore, dictating replies to tetters and 
telegran:s, answering a succession of 
long distance telephone cafls and dis- 
posing of business problems demanding 
immediate attention. 

In Lowden’s case, political matters 
are first-caliber business considerations, 
for he is making it his business to give 
the best tnat is in him to his follow- 
ers. His personal interests—and they 
are many despite the fact that he is a 
private citizen—are always made sec- 
ondary in importance. The fact that 
he is not making claims or accepting 
invitations to speak here, there and 
everywhere’ does not mean that Frank 
Lowden is not in the campaign up to 
his hips But he takes the position 
that he is making the fight for the 
thousands who have asked him to lead 
them, and not for his own personal 
satisfaction 

This view which Lowden takes of his 
own candidacy links back with the 
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question of his health. 
point blank about his health and found 
that he was well aware that certain 
persons have been spreading reports 
that his health is bad and that he 
ought, therefore, to retire from the race 
for the nomination. 


Health Challenge to Doubters. 


“I'd like to know,” Lowden began, 
“whether some of those persons who 
are so solicitous about my health can 
ride a horse or not. [If anyone of 
them could stay on a horse I'd like to 
have him accompany me on one of my 
afternoon rides about the place here. 
Maybe he would keep up with me and 
maybe he wouldn't.” 


Lowden reluctantly confirms a story 
which comes from his followers in Chi- 
cago. It is to the effect that Lowden 
in the early days of the prenomina- 
tion campaign was given a thorough 
looking over by an eminent physician, 
in accordance with a routine practice 
of being médically examined once a 
year. 


“I've tried hard to find something 
the matter with you,” the physician 
said, “but it Just can’t be done. Blood 
pressure, heart action, the condition 
of those organs which should be under 
suspicion in a man of your age, they're 
all just what they should be. Normal 
or perfect is the verdict, you can take 
your choice.” 


“Well, doctor,” Lowden is reported to 
have said, jokingly, “the verdict is 

isappointing to me. I had hoped 
you would find something just a 
little bit wrong. Not serious—I 
was hoping not to have anything 
serious the matter with me— 
but I thought there might be some- 
thing which would justify me in sug- 
gesting to my friends that they find 
someone else to lead the fight for their 
cause in view of the coming nomina- 
tions.” 

“Then get another alibi,” the phy- 
siclan interposed. “You can't use 
health as an alibi without charging 
yourself with false pretenses.” 


Adverse to Planning Day. 


Lowden gets up at 7 o'clock each 
morning and has breakfast before 8. 
He tries to avoid planning his day's 
work in advance, as he has found by 
experience that when he makes plans 
something always comes up to disar- 
range them. Of course, appointments 
and 4 certain set schedule confront him 
and have a call on part of his time al- 
most every day, but Lowden, neverthe- 
less, does not relish having his hours 
of activity mortgaged or prescribed for 
him. He usually finds time for study 
in the quiet of his library before going 
to his office, which is a few minutes’ 
walk from the house. 

The Lowden offices make an unus- 
ual impression on the visitor to Sin- 
nissippi. When you go out of the door 
of the luxurious Lowden home, be- 
speaking warmth and comfort and con- 
taining every modern improvement 
that a well-appointed city residence 
could supply, you find yourself at once

In that food there is a mysteri- 
ous something which scientists have 
found ‘essential to the highest health 
of the human race, and which can be 
found nowhere else. 


Cow’s Udder Fountain of Life. 


“Men have sought for centuries the 
fabled Fountain of Youth. The nearest 
approach to that fountain which has 
yet been discovered is the udder of the 


cow. Without her milk, children lan- 
guish, the vigor of the adult declines 
and the vitality of the human race 
runs low.” 

To most men a cow is a cov. To 
Lowden a cow is “the foster mother of 
the world.” 

Lowden has a 13,000-acre plantation 
in St. Francis Valley in northeastern 
Arkansas. Cotton !s the chief crop 
He also has farm properties in Michi- 
gan, Texas and Arizona. He is one of 
the most extensive owners of farm- 
land in the United States and one of 
the largest cotton planters of the 
South. 

In the campaign of 1920, Lowden’s 
friends recall, attacks were made 
against Lowden on the ground that he 
was not a farmer and did not under- 
stand the farmer’s problems. Now, in 
1928, political opponents of Lowden 
are attacking him because he is too 
much of a farmer and is too much in- 
terested in the farmer's viewpoint. 

Besides being president of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, 
the largest purebred live stock associa- 
tion in the world, Lowden is president 
of the American Dairy Federation, di-

Excepting for Lowden’s disagreement 
with the Coolidge administration on 
the agricultural problem, he is a sup- 
porter of the President and Republican

Lowden not only has proved executive 
ability and a rare understanding of

Lowden and Hoover have at least one 
thing in common. Each is the son of 
a blacksmith. -Lowden’s father, a 
country blacksmith on the Minnesota 
frontier, came across unsettled country 
from central Minnesota into Iowa late 
i» the "60s, young Frank Orren Lowden 
being then 7 years of age. Lowden was 
born in 1861, the same year as the 
energetic Senator Norris and the dy- 
namic Senator Reed,of Missour!. After 
the pioneer family had established a 
| home in Harlan County, on the prairies 
|of Central Iowa, the boy helped with 
the farm work and absorbed such edu- 
cation as the limited opportunities 
i'made possible. At the age of 15 he ob- 
itained a teacher's license and taught 
for five years in a country school. He 
entered the University of Towa five 
|years iater, bul discovered to his sorrow 
| that it took money to ke€p up his stud- 
iies. He had to drop out and teach for 
| another year to make expenses. Then 
ihe went back to the university and 
graduated at the head of his class, 


Practiced Law 19 Vears. 


The legal profession attracted him 
and he started to study law only to find 
‘that this, too, took money. So he 
studied law at nights and on 

Saturdays and taught school in the 
‘daytime. He completed his law 
courses in Chicago in 1887 and received 
first prize for scholarship and first prize 
for oratory when he graduated from the 
Union College of Law, now Northwestern 
University. He practiced law for nine- 
teen years, but meanwhile got into the 
political arena in Illinois. His ability 
as a convincing speaker brought him 
into the McKinley campaign in 1900. 
In 1906 he was elected to Congress and 
served two and a half terms. In 1916 
he was nominated on the Republican 
ticket for governor and was elected by 
a large majority.

Narcotic Group Plans 
Drug Week Campaign 


(Associated Press.) 

To arouse widespread recognition of 
| the traffic in drugs as a menace, the 
World Conference on Narcotic Educa- 
tion has issued a call for international 
observance of “narcotic week” from 
February 22 to 29 

The purpose of the undertaking, the 
call says, is to disseminate information

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CUBA IS THE ANSWER. 

If the Pan-American Conference should 
do nothing more than bring the repre- 
sentative men of the republics to Cuba, 
to see with their own eyes the progress 
of that country, it will have proved a 
great success. 

Cuba itself is the all-sufficient answer 
to charges of American imperialism. So 
long as that country is independent it 
can not be truthfully asserted that the 
United States seeks what is not its own. 

But Cuba is more than independent.. It 
is stable, prosperous, progressive, and 
enlightened. It has caught the true 
spirit of Pan-Americanism, which was 
so eloquently voiced by President Ma- 
chado in his welcome to President Cool- 
idge.

It is 
influential among Latin-American gov- 
ernments because it accurately interprets 
America to them, and demonstrates in its 
own case the benefits that flow from 
cordial cooperation with the United 
States. 

President Machado and Ambassador 
Ferrara are in a position to promote 
confidence and good will at the Pan- 
American Conference, and they are doing 
so. They can emphasize the fact that 
a Latin-American country can cultivate 
the closest relations with the United 
States while maintaining at all times its 
entire independence and liberty to pur- 
sue its own policies. By its own industry 
and progressiveness Cuba is prosperous. 
It has a clean and honest government of 
its own choice. Its people cherish peace. 
They set up such institutions as they 
please, and develop their national culture 
along natural lines. 

The Latin-American representatives 
now in Cuba can not fail to be impressed 
by what they see and hear. They see a 
splendid and rapidly growing city, 
adorned and equipped with all the acces- 
sories that accompany. civilization. The 
countryside is industrious and produc- 
tive. The people are contented in liberty 
and comfort. They live almost within 
sight of the “Colossus of the North,” 
that gigantic power which is pictured by 
the ignorant as a monster seeking to de- 
vour helpless neighbors; but they have 
no fear of it, and in their daily lives do 
not even have America in mind. They 
speak their own language, choose their 
own religion and cultivate their own 
literature, art, and music, in every way 
distinct and different from the life of 
the Americans.

THE LANKFORD BLLL., 


When the House committee on agriculture 
gets time it may cousider the bill which Mr. 
Lankford, of Georgia, introduced early in De- 
cember and whieh has thus far languished in 
the files of the committee without showing 
signs of life. The Lankford bill proposes to 
give into the hands of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture $1,000,000 with which to ‘‘experiment 
in the organization of producers’ clubs and con- 
sumers’ clubs, the sale of food and food prod- 
ucts from producers’ clubs and others to con- 
sumers’ clubs and others.” 

It would go further still and authorize the 
Secretary to experiment with the ‘‘Establish- 


ment of eating centers, owned and operated by 


farm organizations or clubs, for the purpose of 
advertising and extending the sale of farm 
products and for the purpose of profit.” But 
that is not all. The Lankford bill would give 
the overworked Secretary of Agriculture the 
right and power to demonsirate to the public 
generally the real value of pure food, directly 
trom the farm, “‘carefully prepared.” 

The department for several years past has 
been ready with astronomical formulas for 
figuring the future price of hogs, and has just 
issued a leaflet in which the farm boy may 
learn how to erect a rabbit hutch (Leaflet, No. 
16-L.). The housewife has only to send a pos- 
tal card to obtain an interesting bulletin which 
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‘will tell her how to make her aprons and un- 
dergarments. The department also tells her 
how to get her shoes repaired before the heels 
“turn over.” It is possible that, having issued 
so many aids to life, the thousands of employes 
over on the Mall and in the rented buildings 
outside are pining for new worlds to conquer. 
The opportunity will be presented when Con- 
gress adds the million provided in the Lankford 
bill. With that money an enterprising bureau 
can lay the foundation for demanding addi- 
tional mifilions for the installation and upkeep 
of eaters’ clubs,

WELCOME, PRESIDENT COSGRAVE: 


The citizens of Washington have had many 
opportunities of seeing and greeting distin- 
guished visitors from abroad—men great in the 
arts, in literature, in science, in war, in states- 
manship, in finance. From the nature of the 
case, however, itis but seldom that the actual 
ruler of a foreign country makes his appear- 
ance in our midst. When such an event does 
occur, and when the country in question is 
one that, like Ireland, has been on terms of 
loyal friendship with the United States from 
the very moment of the American Declaration 
of Independence down to the present day, its 
representative is sure of a particularly hearty 
welcome. Moreover, on personal as well as on 
national grounds, President Cosgrave, who is 
to arrive in this city today, deserves and will 
receive general recognition, 

Nearly twelve years ago, William T. Cos- 
grave, then in the very flower and flush of his 
young manhood, met danger and did not flinch 
from it when duty called, for he took an active 
part in the rising of Easter Week, 1916, and 
with arms in his hands sought to strike the 
shackles off the land of his birth and his love. 
| The attempt failed for the time, but its conse- 
quences did not take many years to come to 
maturity in the establishment of the Irish Free 
State. Even at the period of the rebellion, 
Cosgrave was one of the leaders, and as a 
leader he, with many other brave Irishmen, 
was tried by court-martial and sentenced to be 
shot. In his case, as in the case of some few 
of the others, that sentence was commuted to 
the scarcely less terrible one of penal servitude 
for life; but here again he was fortunate, for 
when Lloyd George desired to create the proper 
“atmosphere” in Ireland for his proposals of 
peace with that country, he threw the jail gates 
wide open, and the political prisoners walked 
forth as free men. 

Since the Irish Free State was set up Mr. 
Cosgrave, whose life and liberty were thus 
providentially spared, has been the President 
of its Executive Council, and in that office he 
has been responsible for the government of the 
country on the legislative as well as on the 
executive side. He had a heart-breaking task 
to face, but he proved the mettle of his pasture 
by bringing .order out of chaos, by quelling 
civil disturbance, by fostering industry, com- 
merce and agriculture, by setting his country 
on its feet and leading it to the point whence 
it can work out its own economic salvation 
His efforts were ably seconded by brilliant lieu- 
tenants, but his was the hand that was always 
at the helm to gulde the ship of state. 

Today President Cosgrave is here a 
man of peace, an ambassador of good will, 
the acknowledged head of a country that in 
one sense {Is the oldest and in another sense is 
the youngest of the nations of Europe. He 
comes to pay his respects to President Cool- 
idge, to return thanks for the support so gener- 
ously accorded by America and Americans to 
[Ireland in her long struggle for freedom, to 
strengthen and develop the outflow and inflow 
of commerce between his country and Ours, to 
divert some of the American tourist tide to 
Ireland, and to show to all and sundry that the 
Irish Free State is up and coming, ready and 
able to fulfill its obligations, and thoroughly 
deserving of sympathetic encouragement and 
support. 

For such a man, from such a country, the 
people of the Capital City of the United States 
of America can have none but friendly and 
kindly feelings.

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A COMMUNITY CONFERENCE. 


There will be held in Washington on Febru- 
ary 20 and 21 a conference arranged by busi- 
ness and professional men to consider the re- 
sults of the community chest and council move- 
ment in the Unitéd States and to discuss cur- 
rent problems and next, steps in community 
development generally. During the last twelve 
years, according to an announcement of the 
conference, community: chests and councils 
have assumed “virile and effective leadership 
in the development of human welfare.” They 
are raising an aggregate of $65,000,000 a year 
for such work, and are helping to plan the 
expenditure of $160,000,000 annually. The 
conference will be attended by those interested 
in community chests and councils for the pur- 
pose of “‘taking stock of where the American 
community stands today in regard to welfare 
work and community development, including 
progress to date, current problems, reexamina- 
tion of principles, and the next steps to be 
taken.” ? 

These meetings should be of particular in- 
terest to Washington in view of the fact tnat 
there has existed for some time a movement 
looking toward local adoption of the com- 
munity chest plan. It is uot beyond the realm 
of possibility, in view of recent developments, 
that at least a portion of Washington’s chari- 
table and welfare agencies may adopt this 
scheme of raising their funds during the 
coming year. 

“The idea of a community chest for Wash- 
ington has created widespread interest. Un- 
doubtedly it would have its advantages, even 
if it would leave much to be desired. Local 
charitable and welfare agencies have been 
theorizing over the good and bad points of 
the chest for many manths. The opportunity 
now is presented to obtain first-hand informa- 
tion from individuals who have actually gone 
through community chest campaigas elsewhere. 
Steps should be taken to assure a representa- 
tive Washington delegation to the conference.

The Scottish Churches 
Council, a body which represents all religious 
denominations in Scotland except the Roman 
Catholic, has made a thorough investigation of 
the problem, and finds that during the past 100 
years the Catholic population, which is mainly 
Irish, has increased by 700 per cent as com- 
pared with an increase of 110 per cent in the 
rest of the population; that in 1921 the Cath- 
olics represented 1 in 8 of the population 
as a whole, whereas a century ago they were 
only 1 in 50; that during the decennial period 
ended 1921 the Irish population in Scotland 
increased by 82,335, while the increase in the 
purely Scottish population during the same 
period was only 39,049; that the Irish Catholic 
population of Scotland is now estimated at 
640,000, as against 601,304 in 1921; that that 
increase is attributable mainly to Irish immi- 
gration, and that since 1921 the Scottish popu- 
lation, as distinet from the Irish, has fallen by 
about 30,000. Other figures dealing with mar-

Senator Capper has introduced a bill to place

This bill has the approval of Secre- 
tary Jardine and, therefore, presumably of the 
President. It has also been commended by the 
principal farm organizations. Secretary Jar- 
dine, in recommending the measure, says that 
its passage is necessary to the welfare of. the 
swine-raising industry. 

Only terminal markets are now under Fed- 
eral regulations, the packers having so far 
successfully resisted efforts to extend Govern- 
ment supervision to yards which dispose of 
their products directly to the consumer. Thus 
healthy competition has been eliminated, and 
the packers have been able to manipulate 
market prices and depress the value of live 
stock. As a remedy for this evil and to assure 
live stock producers both a competitive market 
ahd fair prices, Senator Capper now proposes 
drastic measures. Similar legislation has been 
proposed in the House by Representative Hope. 

The live stock producers have a very real 
grievance against the packers, who have ac- 
quired too much power. Secretary Jardine’s 
approval of legislation to curb the unfair tac- 
tics of these interests lends weight to Senator 
Capper’s position. Congress, upon looking 
into the matter, may find itself inclined to take 
effective action, 


THE SMOKE NUISANCE, 
The suggestion is made that the new 


measure designed to control and correct the 
smoke nuisance, now. being drafted by a 
special commitee created by the Commission- 
ers, shall provide for an engineer whose duties 
it would be to instruct firemen how properly 
to. fire a boiler. This instruction is badly 
needed by janitors and firemen, whether coal 
or oil is used as fuel. 

Washington is relatively free of the smoke 
evil. With little heavy manufacturing per- 
mitted in the District it should not be difficult 
to keep smoke at all times at a minimum. 
There’ is no excuse for the outpouring of 
smoke and gas from coal and oil furnaces. 
Carelessness and ignorance on the part of fire- 
men are the root of the evil. 

A smoking boiler denotes incomplete com- 
bustion and extravagance. It-is to the advan-

Washington is the only 
spot in the country that I know 
of that does not permit amateur 
boxing,” says Gen. MacArthur. 


The bill introduced by Senator Wat- 


son, of Indiana, has been referred to 
the District Commissioners by the Sen- 
ate District of Columbia committee for 
their report or recommendation. 

At the present time the country Is 
preparing for the international Olympic 
games at Amsterdam and, unless the 
bill is passed soon, Washington will not 
have an opportunity to hold tryouts 
in boxing. Charles L. Ornstein, secre- 
tary of the South Atlantic A. A. U., 
leader of the amateur boxing move- 
ment, is hopeful for quick action.

Auto Activities Increase.

New York, Jan. 22 (A.P.).—The 
American business aspect continued to 
promote cheerfulness in the week just 
closed. The so-called “heavy industries” 
were again among the pace setters, with 
minor branches beginning to show 
satisfactory signs of expansion. Whole- 
sale trade appeared to have thrown 
off the hesitancy noticeable around the 
end of the year, and retail business 
was recovering from its post-holiday 
lull in most sections of the country 

As in the earlier weeks this year, 
the steel trade was outstanding with 


continued buying by motor car makers, 
implement manufacturers and the 
builders of railway equipment, par- 
ticularly cars. There was some har- 
dening of steel prices both of the 
United States Steel Corporation and 
some of the so-called “independents.” 
Quotations on bars, shapes and plates 
were advanced for the second time 
since early November. 

The automobile industry showed a 
further stepping up of factory activity, 
refiecting growing consumer demand 
and anticipating a further Improvement 
in retail buying. 


Employment Gains In Detroit. 


Employment in Detroit, considered a 
good barometer « the trend in this 
field, gained sharply over the preceding 
week, and even more sharply over the 
corresponding period of last year Auto- 
mobile shows in New York and other 
important centers of population were 
the chief factors in bringing about the 
increased activity at thi time, although 
recent price cuts and the introduction 
of new models continuec to show 
marked bearing on the demand. for 
cars.

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MARVIN IN LETTER 


| Forecaster Tells Senator That 
_ Chief of Weather Bureau Is 
Abusing Authority. 


CHARGES PROPAGANDA 
AGAINST HIS SERVICE 


Offers Evidence to Agricul- 
ture Chairman to Sustain 
His Allegations. 


In a letter to Senator Charles L. 
McNary, chairman of the Senate com- 
mittee on agriculture, Herbert Janvrin 
Browne, long-range weather forecaster, 
files formal charges against Chief 
Charles F. Marvin, of the Weather 
Bureau. Browne, whose war with the 
Weather Bureau is of long standing, 
bitterly assails Marvin, and alleges he 
dis guilty of “malfeasance in office and 
of gross abuse of the privileges of his 
position.” Browne’s chief complaint is 
that Marvin is carrying on what 
Browne alleges is a misleading propa- 
ganda against long-range weather 
forecasting. He resents a recent attack 
on his long-range weather service. 

Browne notified Senator McNary that 
he stands ready to present testimony 
and evidence before the Senate agricul- 
tural committee to back up his allega- 
tions against Marvin. He also hits at 
the accuracy of the Weather Bureau 
predictions. 

The clash between Browne and the 
Weather Bureau has awakened no little 
interest here, and if Senator McNary 
will conduct an inquiry he will be 
assured of large audiences. What the 
agricultural committee will do about it 
is not announced. 

“Mr. Marvin,” the letter declared. 
“has used his official position to obtain 
and maintain control of the American 
Meteorological Society by making 
Weather Bureau officials a majority of 
its board of councillors, and thereby de- 
priving that organization of indepen- 
dence of action. 

“Mr. Marvin’s latest abuse of author- 
ity is in securing the issuance of a false 
and scurrilous attack on the Long 
Range Weather Service of the under- 
signed and more particularly on the re- 
markable work of H. H. Clayton, whose 
weekly forecasts for each day of the 
succeeding week during 1927 have 
proven much more accurate than the 
24-hour forecasts of the United States 
Weather Bureau. 

“Mr. Clayton’s work is verified by the 
retail trade board of the Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce and by the Associated 
Industries of Massachusetts, both in- 
etitutions of the highest reputation and 
standing. 

“Mr. Clayton is one of the world’s 
leading meterologists, was for twenty 
years in charge of the Blue Hill Meteor- 
ological Observatory, an adjunct of 
Warvard University, was for ten years 
chief weather observer of Argentina, 
and for several years was intimately as- 
sociated with Dr. Charles G. Abbot 
now secretary of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. He has really assured me of 
his willingness to be called before your 
committee.”

Complete plans have been formulated 
and reduced to practical detail for 
establishment of such an airport over 
the Union Station terminal here, 
Naulty sald. 

A series of standardized airports 
throughout the country are provided 
under the plan, Mr. Naulty said. “They 
would form,” he said, “a chain of alr- 
ports with landing platforms all alike, 
of ample length and width, which, 
being of rigid steel grille work and 
elevated, are free from mud, dust. snow, 
ice, sleet, slosh rain, floods, loose soll, 
ruts and all the other Ills that ground 
level airports, even with concrete run- 
ways, are affiicted with. 

“In no way does the railway alr serv- 
ice system,” added Naulty, “interfere 
with proposed construction of municl- 
pal airports or flying flelds. These 
city-owned airports are to be used by 
private aviators or independent air 
transport companies. .They may be 
placed where the best Judgment of the 
city authorities decide that they 
should be placed. We have also a new

Drastic changes in the personnel of 
the judiciary system of the District 
are expected to be made within the 
week, with the appointment of two 
new justices to the bench, coupled with 
a realignment of the office of the 
United States district attorney for the 
District. 


The places to be filled by appoint- 
ment by the President are the vacancy 
on the bench of the Supreme Court of 
the District caused by the recent resig- 
nation of Justice Adolph A. Hoehling, 
and the vacancy created on the Court 
of Claims bench by the retirement of 
Justice James Hay. 

Recent indications are that selections 
have been virtually determined for both 
positions, although no announcement 
has been made either by the White 
House or by the Department of J stice. 
The contingency regarding a possible 
change in the office of the District 
attorney results from the possibility 
that Maj. Peyton Gordon, appointed 
district attorney shortly after the late 
President Harding took office, will be 
appointec to one of the vacant judge- 
ships. 

Maj. Gordon had been regarded as 
one of the strongest possibilities for the 
position vacated by Justice Hoehling, 
but it is understood that during the 
latter part of last week there was & 
change of front and that Maj. Gordon, 
who has distinguished himself by his 
participation in the prosecutions aris- 
ing out of the oil investigations, is now 
slated to don the robes of the Court of 
Claims.
